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U.S. Voluntarism 


The spirit of America is reflected in its people, 
and as early as the 1800’s, the U. S. tradition of 
voluntarism drew favorable comment 
from 
abroad. Frenchman Alexis de Tocqueville, for 
one. was amazed at the way Americans of all 
ages, Join together to form thousands of groups 
to solve the problems and needs of their country. 
In the years since, cooperative ventures have 
grovvn to such dimensions that it is predicted the 
1970's will be known as the Age of Voluntarism 


Although statistics vary, it can be estimated 
that there are presently somewhere between 50 
and 70 million individual volunteers and at least 
7 million voluntary organizations such as United 
Good Neighbors, youth groups, disaster relief 
and health-oriented societies. 
Volunteers abound in various segments of our 
life here in Salem and elsewhere in the county. 


What compels people to devote their free time 
in service to others? One man says that he gets a 
tremendous amount of satisfaction from it 
“ I 
feel really good inside,” he says, “ when (a 
person) comes to me after some of the projects 
we’ve been involved in and savs things like. 
Profligate A t Bay 


Few remember the “ good old days” when the 
federal government first learned to live on the 
cuff in a big way. This came along during the 
worst of the Depression years in the '30's and in 
World War II when massive budget deficits 
became a way ot fiscal life for Uncle Sam. No 
one worried about it because the experts said it 
really did not matter After all. we owed it to 
ourselves. 


Maybe it didn't matter 
But with inflation 
running in double figures, the federal budget at 
$300 billion a year plus and the national debt 
pushing $500 billion, many people are beginning 
to think it did matter after all. Saving and a 
sense of economy are coming back in vogue, and 
perhaps the American people, not to mention 
Uncle Sam. can relearn these old viritues. It 
costs $55,000 a minute or nearly $1,000 a second 
simply to pay the interest charges on the rising 
national debt That adds up to about $30 billion a 
year, or 65 percent of all the corporate taxes 
collected this year. Actually, it is not a case of 
deciding whether the federal budget should be 
balanced or not It M UST be. There is no choice 
left.

‘Please come back. We had so much fun tonight 
and we look forward to seeing you again.’ You 
know it's not insincere. . . it's from the bottom of 
their hearts.” 
There are, 
of course, 
more 
complicated 
theories attempting to explain the phenomenon. 
Some trace the upsurge in volunteering to 
disillusionment with political activism of the 
past decade. Still others credit it to a religious 
revival or call it fulfillment of a basic human 
need for contact with other people and public 
service 
Many organizers frankly admit that 
they try to meet the emotional needs of volun­ 
teers perhaps as much as the practical needs of 
the underprivileged. Bored homemakers and 
harried 
executives 
feel 
a 
sense 
of 
ac­ 
complishment 
and 
challenge; 
older 
people 
regain their feeling of usefulness and students 
become acquainted with the real world. 
According to a European-born official at the 
National Center for Voluntary Action, other 
nations are still impressed with the scope of U. S. 
programs. She feels the difference lies in the fact 
that Americans have always had to work 
together to get things done because the country 
is so large and the population is so mobile. The 
people ot Europe depend more heavily upon the 
central government, an established church or 
Iriends and relatives who have lived in the same 
communities for generations. 
. . America, on 
the other hand, was settled largely by people,” 
the official relates, “ who found themselves 
repressed by those institutions in Erope, and. . . 
still a little suspicious of them.” 
As public interest in the volunteer movement 
grew, 
controversy 
was 
bound 
to 
arise. 
Professionals feared that the inexperienced 
newcomers flooding their institutions would 
drive quality and effectiveness downhill. Labor 
leaders thought too much emphasis on volun­ 
tarism might diminish the supply of union jobs. 
Some critics predicted the federal government 
would grasp voluntarism as an excuse to back 
out 
of 
its own social 
responsibilities 
and 
programs — while 
voluntary 
organizations 
worried that government might swing the op­ 
posite direction and become too involved in what 
has essentially been a private activity. The issue 
is not decided, but it has been found that 
voluntarism on the local level provides a con­ 
structive outlet for citizens who want a hand in 
shaping the destiny of their country. 
It is this type of concern, whether at home or 
abroad, that prompts Americans to be the first to 
respond when trouble hits. And it has been a 
major strength behind U. S. leadership among 
nations. 
Some call voluntarism an American habit. 
Clearly, it is one habit we must not break.

Recently two United States 
Senators visited Cuba and were 
the honored guests of Dictator 
Fidel Castro. 
During the four days they 
visited the Caribbean citadel of 
Communism, Castro took three 
and a half hours to castigate 
the United States and the OAS. 
He 
called 
Uncle 
Sam 
everything in the book and then 
some. Both of our United States 
Senators just sat there and took 
it. These two senators now have 
given the full Senate their 
report and it is. 
. . Let’s 
Recognize 
Castro 
and 
take 
Cuba back into our arms. 


IT WAS JAN. 1, 
1959 that 
Castro took 
over 
m ilitary 
control of Cuba. America had 
been told through the New York 
Times, our State Department 
and 
other officials 
in 
high 
places, that Castro was the 
George Washington of the 
Caribbean, the great liberator 
of the Cuban people from the 
dictatorial yoke of Bastita. On 
January 1, 1959, the Cuban 
people had the third highest 
standard 
of living 
in 
the 
Western Hemisphere, w ith only 
the people of the United States 
and Canada enjoying a higher 
degree of prosperity. Crops 
were big. international trade 
was big, the domestic business 
of Cuba w as big. . . and Batista 
had announced that he was 
tired of ruling Cuba and was 
going to hold free elections in 
the Spring 
ACCORDING 
TO 
the 
testimony 
of 
a 
form er 
newspaperman who had retired 
and was living in Cuba, working 
for the Batista regime at the 
time, military assistance was 
cut off from Batista by the 
United States in order to favor 
Castro. In short, the formula 
used to hand China over to the 
Communists 
was 
repeated 
verbatim, and ( ’astro came to 
power in Cuba disguised as an 
agrarian 
reform er 
and 
liberator of Cubans 
He was hailed by the New 
York Times and other liberal 
media as. . . “ A bit eccentric, 
perhaps. . . but still a great 
liberator.” 
"D irty, 
yes. 
Crude. . . Yes. . . but he cer­ 
tainly was not a Communist 
and was not dangerous to the 
United States " 
In June of I960, Castro seized 
Am erican oil refineries in 
Cuba. In October of 1960, he 
seized all other Am erican 
owned property in Cuba and 
took control of all business and 
property Those who resisted 
take-over of their businesses 
who were unfortunate enough 
to be Cuban were jailed, tried 
by a system of Kangaroo courts 
and mostly executed 
Others 
were 
jailed 
and 
otherwise 
persecuted. 
In 
January ol 1961, Castro threw 
out 
all 
but 
a 
few 
of 
the ■ 
American Embassy personnel 
Finally, the United States broke 
oil diplom atic relations on 
January 3, 1961, less than a 
month alter ( astro made a liar 
out ol all his American sup 
porters and friends by openly 
declaring him self to be a 
( dmmumst. 
THESE WERE HIS words 
“ Do I believe in Marxism" I 
believe absolutely in Marxism 
Did I believe in it on January I. 
1959? I believed it on January 1 
Did I believe it on .July 26, 1953" 
I believed it on Ju ly 26, 1953. W«* 
believe in Marxism We believe 
it is the most correct, most 
scientific, the only true theory, 
the only revolutionary theory 
1 Ins. I say here with complete 
satisfaction and full confidence 
I am a Marxist Leninist, and I 
shall 
la* 
a 
Marxist Leninist 
until the last day ol my life,” 
As a Cunununist dictator, 


Fidel Castro has put the free 
press out of business in Cuba 
He has put political parties out 
of business. He has put labor 
unions out of business. He has 
put parliamentary government 
out of business. He has put 
thousands of political prisoners 
into dungeons 
He has 
had 
650,000 Cubans 
flee 
their 
homeland to the United States, 
with additional 
hundreds of 
thousands 
going 
to 
other 
countries. He has exported his 
guerrilla warfare to almost 
every other country in Latin 
America. 
He engaged 
in a 
conspiracy with the Soviet 
Union to construct missile sites 
and to import missiles which 
resulted in the Soviet Missile 
Crisis of 1963. 


AT FIRST GLANC E, 
there 
seems to be some logic to the 
rationalization that if we are 
going 
to

business 
with 
Russia, there is no reason not t 
do business with one of her 
satellite dictators. But, lets 
look behind the scenes. Why is 
there such urgency about our 
recognizing Cuba now" It is 
because the Soviet Union is 
demanding it in their talks with 
Kissinger on 
detente, 
arms 
reduction and Salt II. 
Russia 
certainly 
does 
not 
want 
to 
lose 
her showcase 
Communist society just 90 
miles from the tip of Florida 
But Russia is getting tired ol 
supporting Castro to the tune ol 
$2 million dollars a dav. That is 


what it is costing Russia each 
day 
to sustain 
the Cuban 
government. W ith m ilitary 
security and 
hardware, 
this 
means Cuba 
has an annual 
price 
tag 
near 
one 
billion 
dollars 
The answer to that problem 
Irom the Russian viewpoint is 
simple. Make the United States 
reopen trade with Cuba and 
re e s ta b lis h 
d ip lo m a tic 
relations and thereby assume 
the cost of supporting Castro 
R U S S IA 
wants to force 
Uncle Sam into paying the bill. . 
. Uncle Sam might even throw 
in some direct foreign aid, in 
addition to the benefit of his 
trade and the trade of the OAS.

terconnected buildings that 
occupy 32 acres he re. Only 35 
per cent of the printing 
is 
carried out at those facilities. 
The remainder is planned and

The GPO and the private 
companies with which it works 
do nearly all the printing for all 
federal agencies. W ith the

reporters record all the debate

The GPO spent $9.7 million to 
publish the “ Record” during 
the last fiscal year, a fraction of 
G P O ’s $366 million annual 
operating budget. Each page of 
the Record costs $234 to print. 
CRITICS HAVE 
questioned 
whether the money 
is 
well 
spent. Congressmen frequently 
use the “ Record” to publish 
articles from their hometown 
newspapers, lists of military 
appointments, tales of heroics, 
successes and failures of their 
constituents, or accounts 
of 
their own experiences here or 
at home. 
Passages 
included 
in 
the 
“ Record” often may have little 
relevance to or connection w ith 
legislative 
affairs. 
Rep. 
Charles Carney (D-Ohio) once 
used several pages to publish 
the names of the members of a 
church parish in his district, 
then sent reprints of the pages 
to the parishioners. 
Ordering reprints is common 
practice, 
and 
members 
frequently mail copie*- of pages 
to their constituents to keep 
them appraised ot their actions. 
House members must now 
obtain unanimous consent to 
insert long sections into the 
“Record.” 
That 
rule 
was 
adopted after Rep Ronald V. 
Dellums <D C alif.) inserted 
much 
of 
the 
“ Pentagon 
Papers” 
into the “ Record,” 
thereby 
costing 
taxpayers 
thousands of dollars. 
Despite 
the 
effort

economizing, the “ Record” 
may run as long as 600 pages a 
day.

U.S. Naval Force Sails 
Toward Indian Ocean 


WASHINGTON 
(AP) - A 
powerful Navy 
carrier task 
force sailed toward the Indian 
Ocean today as rumblings per 
sist over Secretary of State 
Henry A. Kissinger’s implied 
warning of possible U.S. mili­ 
tary action in a grave oil em er­ 
gency. 
The six-ship task force, led by 
the 85,000-ton nuclear powered 
a irc ra ft c a rrie r E n te rp rise ,

Indian Ocean within a few days 
after a voyage from the U S 7th 
Meet base in Subic Bay. the 
Philippines. 
The Pentagon acknowledged 
the Enterprise’s sailing but de 
clined to identify its destina 
tion However, sources said the 
carrier, the nuclear-propelled 
guided missile cruiser Long 
Beach, tw o destroyers, a supply 
ship and an oiler were bound for 
the Indian Ocean.

Outgoing Gilligan Asks 
Increase In Spending 


CO LUM BUS, Ohio (A P ) 
Democrats trying to speed six 
partisan bills through the legis­ 
lature this week reach the half­ 
way point today with floor ac­ 
tion slated on three in each 
chamber. 
The House scheduled votes on 
m ajor 
m easures-to shape 
Ohio’s congressional districts 
more to the Democrats’ advan­ 
tage, transfer the income tax 
division from the Department 
of Taxation into the treasurer’s 
office, and to curb the powers of 
GOP Secretary of State Ted W.

"Ohio today is still one of the 
wealthiest and most powerful 
state in the wealthiest nation 
the world has ever seen,” he 
told the legislators. 
“ And yet in 1970, a little more 
than four years ago.” he said, 
a miniscule proportion of 
these resources was being em­ 
ployed to solve the shared prob­ 
lems of our people." 
Gilligan reviewed what he 
has said his administration has 
done in such areas as mental 
health and education, noting 
that spending for primary and 
secondary education jumped 
from $575 million in fiscal 1971 
to $1.1 billion in the current 
budget. 
Noting the state of the nation­ 
al economy, he suggested a 25 
per cent increase in welfare 
and extension of unemployment 
compensation benefits from 26 
to 39 weeks. 
He asked that the average 
welfare recipient payment be 
boosted from $53.50 a month to
